Telephone wires 
leading to Price’s home had been 
cut. 
A bloody axe with which the mur­ 
der is thought to have been commit­ 
ted was found on the porch. 
Excitement was high here and a 
lynching is feared if the guilty men 
are captured. 
Thus far no motive for the crime 
has been found.

ities chiefly due to artificial color, 
j The rem aining 143,654 pounds was 
not equal to the Government stand­ 
ards of quality. 
The rejections amounted to only 


i 0.15 per cent of the 96.868,858 pounds 
of tea imported during the year. 
Al­ 
though the amount 
imported 
was 
sm aller than for any year since 1915, 
this does not, in the opinion of the 
examiner, necessarily indicate any 
decrease in consumption of tea in 
the United States. 
It is more likely 
due to the fact that during the war 
im portations of tea were above nor­ 
mal in anticipation of possible em ­ 
bargoes or import 
duties 
on 
tea. 
Large quantities were carried over 
into 1920 from the previous year. 
The kinds of tea imported during 
the last fiscal year were as follows; 
Green, 34,756,779 lbs.; Oolong, 15,-

Germany has not been so negli­ 
gent in fulfilling the terms of the 
Versailles treaty as most people im­ 
agine. It is no more than fair to say 
that when she keeps a pledge, little 
is said about it, but when she breaks 
one, the whole world learns of it. 
That gives a false perspective. When 
all this is granted, however, there is 
still ground for condemnation. 


A great deal has been done in the : 
way of restoring stolen goods, ma­ 
chinery and works of art to Belgium J 
and France, and making good “in J 
kind” for commodities and livestock 
that could not be returned. The re­ 
markable revival of Belgian indus­ 
try is mute exidence of that. No 
less effective bas been the German 
delivery of coal to France, in repa­ 
ration for the coal lost by the de- ■ 
^traction of the French mines. Ger­ 
many has been sending 2.000.000 tons t 
a month, pretty regularly. The def­ 
icit is slight. French industry now j 
has the fuel it needs, and there is a 
surplus in Paris. 
Big progress has been made, too, in 
disarmament. The German navy, as 
everybody knows, is now non-exist- j 
out. So is the German air fleet; there 
have been surrendered to the Allies 
16,000 planes and 25,000 airplane 
motors. The report recently made 
public by 
Marshal 
Fooh acknow­ 
ledges the surrender of 41,000 can­ 
non, 20,000 unmounted cannon bar­ 
rels, 163,000 machine guns and bar-, 
rels and 2,800,000 rifles. The German 
arni)' is disbanded, except for IOO,-1 
OOO men permitted by the treaty. 
Nevertheless the Allies are dissat- j 
isfied. and evidently 
with 
reason. 
Germany still retains in some of her 
frontier forts more cannon than the 
treaty calls for. She is charged with j 
manufacturing munitions and sell-, 
ing them to other nations, contrary 
to agreement. She is accused of mak­ 
ing and hiding guns and ammunition 
unlawfully for her own use. She has 
not disbanded and disarmed her mi­ 
litia and home guard organizations; 1 
large bodies of such troops are main­ 
tained in East Prussia atffi Bavaria. 
in violation of the Spa arrangements, j , 
The coal delivered to France has 
been paid for, so far, in “loans” from 
France, though France was to get it 
for nothing, and Germany refuses 
to continue unless the “loans” eon i 
tinue.

In other 
words, the San Jose people fed their 
folks on bun prunes. The stores sold 
poor fruit. The tourists came to San 
Jose to see the prune orchards and 
then to buy a few' boxes of choice 
fruit. What they bought was said to 
be worse than the prunes “back 
; home.” Bot all of that has now' been 
changed. A campaign has been put 
on, assisted by the newspapers. The 
; stores have been brought to see the 
light and sell to San Jose buyers only 
the best. The hotels serve only the 
; best grade of Santa Clara County 
, prunes. The boarding houses have 
raised their standard of prunes and 
I any native caught palming off cull 
prunes as the real article is summar 
I ilv dealt w ith by the chamber of 
commerce, the merchants and man­ 
ufacturers’ association, the board of 
trade, the Rotary Club, the Y. M. 
C. A., and all of the rest of the 
organizations that are helping to 
make San Jose and its prunes fam 
ous 
Isn’t there something in this story t 
that is worthy of serious thought in 
Riverside? Are people able to buy ; 
the best in oranges and lemons local­ 
ly” Isn t it true that people who visit j 
Riverside and ail of the otljer citrus 
communities of California, find it I 
more difficult to purchase beautiful; 
fruit than they can back in New York. 
Chicago and Podunck Center? Isn’t 
there something that can be done 
about it in a constructive manner, J 
all citrus communities combining in 
the good work to insist that nothing 
but the best of California oranges1 
be sold on the California markets 
eliminating the culls which can be 
devoted to marmalades, soft drinks j 
or any other use for which they 
are suited?

POSTAL EDUCATION 


Nearly three years ago citizens of 
the Park View school district in ; 
Washington, D. C., sent the following 
communication to the board of edu­ 
cation: 
We may comprehend the purpose 
of the public school within the word 
‘education,’ fostering 
the 
develop­ 
ment of the capacity of individuals I 
tor efficient participation as citizens 
of our democracy. Exactly this is 
the primary purpose of the postal 
service. Going past its secondary 
and incidental function as a conve­ 
nience of private 
intercourse, 
the 
United States Postal Commission of, 
1844 declared,the fundamental pur-' 
pose of the postal service to be ed-1 
ueation, defining that 
purpose 
in j 
these words: 
“ “To render the citizen worthy, 
by proper knowledge 
and 
intelli­ 
gence, of his Important privileges 
as a sovereign constituent of the 
government; to diffuse enlightenment, 
social improvement, national affini­ 
ties, elevating our people in the scale 
of civilization, and bringing them to­ 
gether in patriotic affection.’" 
The Park View citizens therefore 
requested the establishment of a pos­ 
tal station in their school building. 
They have now had it for two years, 
and pronounce the experiment wholly 
successful. 
The school pupils attend largely 
to the postal affairs of their fami­ 
lies. They mail letters, Insure pack­ 
ages, learn weights and rates of dif­ 
ferent classes of mall matter, regis­ 
ter letters, make oui money-order ap­ 
plications, learn about postal zones, 
aud so are brought into direct per­ 
sonal relation with the greatest insti-1 
tution of world interchange, accord-1 
ing to a recent issue of School Life.1

Trade of the United States with 
Germany in the year just ended ag­ 
gregated nearly $100,000,000 against 
^'$533,000,000 in the biggest year pre- 
' ceding the war—the calendar year 
1913. This estimate, says a state 
ment by The National City Bank of 
New York, as to the trade with Ger­ 
many during the full year is based 
upon actual figures for the eleven 
months, which show exports to Ger­ 
many in the eleven months ending 
with November, 1920, at $253,000,000 
and imports from Germany in the 
same period $84,000,000. Should the 
December figures equal or even ap­ 
proximate those of November, the 
grand total of trade with Germany 
for the calendar year 1920 would I 
fall little short of $400,003,000, as 
against the high water mark of $533,- 
000,000 in 1913, for it happened that 
the year immediately preceding the 
war that our trade with Germany 
was bigger in value than in any pre­ 
ceding year.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14 — Geological 
formations in Hardin county, in the 
southeastern part of Illinois, resem ­ 
ble those of the Johannesburg dis­ 
trict, South Africa, and may contain 
diamonds, according to an announce­ 
ment by FYancis W. Shepherdson, di­ 
rector of the state departm ent of ed­ 
ucation. 
“Hardin county,’’ said Shepherd­ 
son, “is, geologically speaking, part 
of the Ozark mountains. 
It repre­ 
sents what geologists term a fault. 
This fault is akin to the formation 
of the diamond fields of South Africa, 
which are the richest in history. No 
diamonds have been found in Hardin 
county yet, hut if geological condi­ 
tions are not misleading, the pres­ 
ence of diamonds is not improbable. 
One of the world's 
best fluospar 
mines is in this part of Illinois.” , 
Twenty-two diamonds were turned 
up by a farm er's plow in 1912 in the 
southern ra rt of Illinois. 
One of 
these weighed 7 1-4 carats. 
These 
are the only diamonds ever found in 
the state. 
More than 20 diamonds 
have been found in Indiana 
and a 
half dozen in Wisconsin, hut these 
are supposed by geologists to have 
been washed down from the region 
of Hudson Bay in the glacial age. 
The only diamond mine in the 
United States is in Pike county, Ar­ 
kansas. 
More than 5,000 diamonds 
have been taken from it, including 
Pike county

Ernest C. Dickson of Stanford uni­ 
versity recently stated that up to 
June 30, 1920, out of forty-one out­ 
breaks of poisoning due to botulism, 
| thirty-one came from eating home- 
canned vegetables, six from home- 
I canned fruits, and only four from eat* 
I ing commercially-canned fruits and 
j vegetables.

“Botulism poisoning is caused by 
la toxin which is developed by the 
j growth of a microscopic spore-bear- 
I ing 
organism, 
bacillus 
botulinus. 
I This organism grows in the absence 
I of air and finds an air-tight can or 
j jar of fruit or vegetables an ideal 
| place for growth. 
“The toxin or poison is quickly 
'destroyed by boiling. By boiling can- 
I ned fruits and vegetables until all 
I parts are thoroughly heated, there

no danger

poisoning, even

contained the poison. It is therefore 
advised that canned fruit and vege-

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 14— Radical 
changes in the election 
laws 
are 
contem plated in bills now in the 
assembly, and more radical changes 
are planned in bills yet to be in­ 
troduced. 
Among the bills is one calling for 
reformation of the direct primary 
law. 
The chief change planned is 
that no person can seek the nomina­ 
tion of any other party than that of 
which he is a member. 
Under a bill introduced by Assem­ 
blyman Hawfes, San Francisco, regis­ 
tration of voters would stand for six 
years instead of two as at present. 
If passed, registration costs, which 
amount 
to 
approximately 
$100,000 
every two years in I*)s Angeles and 
San Francisco, Hawes said would he 
saved and to every municipality in 
the stale two thirds of their regis­ 
tration costs would be cut during 
this period. 
Under another 
bill proposed 
by 
Hawes, it would not be necessary 
to draw election clerks 
from 
the 
precinct in which they m ust serve, 
but only from the district. 
He also proposed an amendment 
that 
would 
permit 
a 
graduated 
scale of pay for election clerk*.
